County taxpayer groups 
caught off-guard on 
Supervisors' pay boost 


THE LATEST addition to the Air Force Space and Missile 
Test Center radar facilities is located on Kaena Point on 
the island of Oahu in Hawaii. 
Oahu radar facility 
tracks VAFB missiles 


A prototype radar station, 
barely a month old and 
clinging to a wind-swept 
mountainside on the island 
of Oahu, detected the first 
Japanese planes attacking 
Pearl Harbor 32 years ago 
this week 
Today, 
another 
radar, 
latest addition to the Air 
Force Space and Missile 
Test Center (SAMTEC) was 
put into full operation on1 
that same windy mountain. 
But the new tracking 
radar will not be looking for 
Japanese .airplanes— it will 
be 
watching 
missile 
launches from Vandenberg 
AFB as they fly down the 
western test range. 
The new radar, designed 
by 
the 
Range 
Measurements Laboratory 
of the Eastern Test Range, 
Patrick 
AFB, 
Florida, 
began as an AN-TPQ-18 
tracking 
radar. 
After 
placement on Kaena Point 
in 1971, the radar was given 
extensive 
engineering 
modification 
under 
the 
direction 
of 
SAMTEC 
engineers. It was recently 
designated AN-FPQ-14, one 


of only three of its kind in 
the world, and the biggest. 
What 
makes the 
new 
radar so special 
is 
its 
capability to track either a 
missile or a satellite with 
extremely high accuracy 
because it already knows 
about where the target is. 
This is done by means of the 
radar’s 
own 
computer 
which directs the antenna to 
where the target should be 
according to the estimated 
trajectory 
and 
Kepler’s 
laws of motion. As the radar 
tracks it incorporates the 
acutal trajectory with the 
estimate and gives itself an 
updated 
trajecto ry 
estimate. System errors are 
removed 
through 
daily 
calibration, a system which 
uses both the stars and 
satellites. The result is a 
smoother, more accurate 
real-time track than most 
other radars can produce. 
Installation of the radar 
on the mountainside was an 
engineering feat in itself. 
The old trestle-like platform 
used by the airplane radar 
would 
not 
work.

Quake fault near Diablo 
plant not extensive

The 
submarine 
earthquake fault parallel 
and two miles distant from 
the coastal site of the Diablo 
Canyon nuclear power plant 
is less extensive than first 
believed, 
a 
researcher 
revealed this morning. 
“ On the basis of the data 1 
have on hand, the fault 
doesn’t seem to be a very 
extensive one,” said Holly 
Wagner of the Menlo Park 
office of the U.S. Geological 
Survey. “ It is apparently 
only a couple of miles or 
possibly 
three 
miles 
in 
length.” 
Construction of the 2,000 
megawatt Pacific Gas and 
Electric facility 45 miles 
northwest of Lompoc had 
proceeded on the basis of 
USGS information that the 
closest quake fissure was 20 
miles inland. 
But, during a previously 
scheduled geophysical study 
of the coastal area north of 
Avila 
beach, 
USGS 
precision depth equipment 
discerned a line of vertical 
displacements and offsets 
of the ocean floor. 
Wagner 
said 
that 
the 
quake activity has to have 
occurred earlier than 50,000 


years ago, though, he said, 
“ It could have occurred 
shortly after that time or a 
couple of thousand years 
ago or even less.” The 
fault’s

'Bleak' Christmas seen 


for California consumers 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Strikes and lockouts that 
have closed supermarkets 
in Northern California today 
and thrown picket lines 
around those in the south 
will bring shortages, higher 
prices 
and 
“ a 
bleak 
Christmas” to consumers, a 
food 
industry 
executive 
predicted. 
“ No one will starve,” 
added 
Robert 
K. 
Fox, 
president of the Southern 
California Food Employers 
Council, but “ It looks like a 
very bleak Christmas.” 
Both 
union 
and 
management 
spokesman 
said the two sides are far 
apart and it appears the 
strikes will be lengthy. 
Two separate, but related, 
situations prevailed in the 
northern and southern part 
of the state. 
In the North, most major 
supermarkets began closing 
down Monday because of a 
butcher’s 
union 
strike 
against Safeway and Lucky 
markets. Clerks and other 
employes were refusing to 
cross the butchers’ picket 
lines, said the Northern 
California Food Employers 
Council, which rep res e n t s 
all the major supermarkets. 
So the council called a 
lockout against butchers at

stores, 
a 
spokesman 
said, 
forcing 
shutdowns as clerks and

unions stayed off the job as 
a result of the lockout 
against the butchers. 
The strike was in effect 
for butchers’ union locals 
throughout 
Northern 
California

Stockton, Fresno, Redding 
and Chico. 
From San Luis Obispo to

Mexican 
border, 
supermarket 
employes 
were on strike or locked out, 
but 
most 
markets 
will 
continue to operate despite 
the shortages on the market 
shelves and in the meat

consumer will find some 


inconveniences. You may

“ The strike and the union

Where have all the starters gone? 


Hillmen limp into season

Cabrillo High basketball coach Harry Santos will 
probably add two items to the team equipment bag for 
the 1973-74 season - a crying towel and a book on faith 
healing made easy 
It was bad enough when last year’s star, Kevin Drake, 
decided to skip basketball this year to get an early jump 
on baseball. And it wasn’t encouraging when would-be 
starter Marvin Henson s folks moved downtown and sent 
Marvin off to rival Lompoc High, 
But the bad news was just beginning. Two other 
starters— forwards Kelly Hubbard and Darryl Stinnett 
- took turns cracking bones, Hubbard in his arm and 
Stinnett in his ankle 
That left Santos with one starter out of five, Otto 
Layman 
Then Layman sprained an ankle. Even the 
bench crew was not immune. Greg Rucoba broke a 
collarbone playing touch football. 
With 
Cabrillo 
basketball 
players 
dropping 
like 
presidential aides, the Conqs opened their season last 
Saturday night, losing to a mediocre Santa Ynez team by 
13 points. 
The situation is so bad that even rival coaches are 
feeling sorry for the Hillmen. “ They have to be the hard 
luck story of the y ear,” says Lompoc coach Dave 
Ellison, not normally a Cabrillo sympathizer 
“Our primary goal is to get everyone healed,” says 
Doctor Santos. 
The Conqs may get back their health, but there's not 
much that can be done about their height. The tallest 
starter is 6-2 center Calvin Carter, not a great leaper 
Santos, however, is able to look through the smog and 
see patches of sunny sky. “ We shoot better than we did 
last year and we re much quicker, 
he points out. 
Santos, for one, is quicker. He has dieted away nearly 
15 pounds in the past week, yet denies rumors that he’ll 
suit up if team casualties continue to mount. 
“ We'll be a different type of team this y ear,” Santos 
reveals. “ Last year we had some size, but we were very 


slow. This year we have some quickness and we re 
trying to utilize it.” 
One of the smallest and quickest is Stinnett, who will 
be back in action in about six weeks. Only 5-9, he’ll play 
forward. “ He plays like he's about 6-3,” Santos says. 
“ He has become a real fine offensive threat.” 
Hubbard works out with the team despite a cast on his 
right wrist. He should be ready to play in January. 
The place where the Conqs are hurting least is the 
backcourt. Layman (6-0 senior) and Jim Hager (5-10 
senior) are the only folks on the floor with varsity 
experience Layman, a good ball handler and adequate 
shooter, is expected to be the team 's floor leader. Hager 
is the Conqs' best leaper, and one of the best shooters 
and rebounders. 
Also at guard is sophomore Carlton Roberts, who 
looked good against Santa Ynez. He's very quick and, 
unlike some of his teammates, not afraid to shoot the 
basketball. 
Kirk Dalton (5-10 junior) is also hustling, pressing for 
playing time in the backcourt. 
Starting at center right now is Calvin Carter, a senior 
who didn’t play 
ball 
last year. 
He’ll get some 
competition from water polo stud Chuck Younglove, who 
is tall enough at 6-5, but as yet unproven. 
Dan Ellertson (6-1 junior) and Andre McGant (5-11 
soph), a couple of footballers, are the current starting 
forwards. 


Santos will keep his troops fresh with frequent 
substitutions. “ We’ve got 13 kids and probably eight or 
nine of them will play a lot of basketball.” Among those 
with high hopes are forwards Ed Martin (6-4 junior), 
Bruce Filarsky (6-0junior), and BUIGile (6-1 junior). 
With the glaring inexperience and lack of height, it 
may take the Conqs a while to get going this year. 
Santos should give serious thought to employing a front 
line consisting of a fife player, a drum m er, and a limping 
flag bearer.

The tipoff;

Q. From the Peewee League to the Super Bowl, football 
players, coaches and a host of others stand along the 
standlines. Why? Who does it help and what does it contrib­ 
ute to the game? —Carl Curry, Pittsburgh, Kans. 
Most football fields are slightly turtlebacked to facilitate 
drainage, so sometimes you have to stand on the sidelines to 
see what’s going on. Coaches and players are participants, 
which means the adrenalin flows and brings them to their 
feet more often and closer to the sideline stripe — a lot like 
crowds jump to their feet during big plays. Now if you’ve got 
a front row d o x seat in the lower stands, 1 can appreciate the 
dilemma. In the Army, they’d tell you to write a complaint 
slip to fou r chaplain. 
Q. After years of watching track on TV, one thing stands 
out. The shorter the event, the more blacks. In the 100-yard 
dash, it’s usually all blacks. In the mile only one or two. 
Beyond the mile a black is rare. Is there a solid reason for 
this fact? —Ken Garrison, Ventura. Calif. 
Ja c k Scott, the acute athletic director at Oberlin College, 
also a former track man, says that a look at the international 
scene completely disproves the notion that "skin pigmenta­ 
tion correlates with distance in track — you have to look at 
societal reasons." In Africa, in fact, the blacks specialize pri­ 
marily in distance events. "Before Mexico City in 68 and the 
em ergence of Kip Kemo and the other black distance stars," 
admits Jack , “I myself speculated about black superiority in 
the sprints. But I feel now there are societal reasons. A dis­ 
tance runner needs affluence and leisure time because he 
must practice 12 months a year, six or seven days a week, 
three to four hours a day. And the economic rewards are 
minimal. So the black athlete puts his energies into other 
areas and sprints don’t take much time " 
Q. Hay Guy was the first ever first-round punter drafted 
by an NFL team. What kind of bonus (approximately ) did 
Guy receive and what is his annual salary? Who are the 
highest paid kickers presently in pro football? 
—Jay 
Bedecarre. Concord, Calif. 
Pro football teams don’t usually reveal salary figures but 
the bonus range for a first round draft choice currently is 
from $40,000 to $55,000, and you can guess Guy received just 
a notch above the lower figure. His salary is in the $25,000 
range for his rookie season. The highest paid kicker today is 
his Oakland teammate, George Blanda, on sheer seniority 
and emergency availability as a quarterback. 


Q. Listeners are skeptical when I proclaim Big Bill 
Tilden the greatest tennis player the world has ever wit­ 
nessed. I am looked at askance w hen stating he w as 28 years 
old winning his first national tournament. Can you affirm 
this or is my memory on the wane? —J. Predm ore Storms, 
Acworth, N.H. 
It was never Tilden’s tennis that produced askance looks. 
You’re just slightly off on the age. He was 27 when he won 
both the Wimbledon and U.S. singles championships in 1920. 
Two years earlier he had won the national doubles title with 
Vincent Richards as his partner. Tilden’s most notable feat 
was winning again at Wimbledon when he was a venerable 
37. Big Bill would have had a gay; old time in the burgeoning

Prison Supt .T. C.Clannon 
said there had been heated

Sad commentary 


Three out of four Americans believe that 
the rich get richer and the poor get poorer 
and more than half of Americans polled 
recently by 
the 
Louis Harris polling 
organization think 
there is something 
deeply wrong in America. 


The results of the poll prepared for a

su b co m m ittee 
is 
a 
devastating commentary on government 
today. For example: 


80 per cent said government could do 


better, but first has to abandon secrecy 
and cooperate more fully at all levels as 


well as with the people. 


61 per cent believe “ what you think 
doesn’t count much anym ore/’ 


55 per cent said “people running the 


On the right by William Buckley 


country don’t really care what happens to 


you.’’ 
55 
per 
cent 
was 
“alienated 
and 
disenchanted, feeling profoundly impotent 
to influence the actions of their leaders.” 
53 per cent believe “ there is something 
deeply wrong with America, that these are 
no ordinary times of crisis.” 
25 per cent believe “government leaders 
are corrupt and immoral.” 
Respect for the press, the survey said, 
has “ risen markedly' 
in the past six 
years. Those polled had more confidence 
in local governments and institutions than 
in state and federal. 
In our opinion, such statistics add fuel to 
the fact that government is getting away 
from the people. It is becoming more 
impersonal each and every day. It is time 
for new leadership philosophy, a time for 
frankness and openness with the public. 


Saving plan 


It is most often objected to a rise 
in the price of gasoline and fuel oil 
that it “ favors the rich.’* This is like 
saying that wealth favors the rich, 
which 
it 
indisputably does. 
The 
millionaire, in order to avoid the 
cold weather, can fly to Rio de 
Janeiro. It must 
be driven home, 
and driven home again, that the 
proper way to cope with shortages 
that are inconvenient in character, 
as 
distinguished 
from 
physical 
shortages that justify subsistence 
rationing, 
is 
through 
the 
price 
mechanism. It is demogogic and 
superficial to conclude that this is 
the course of action that “favors" 
the 
rich. 
The 
rich, 
as 
I 
have 
s u g g e s te d , 
can 
look 
a f t e r 
themselves. They will always be 
able to get the gas they need by very 
simply buying it at whatever price 
the black market commands. 
Consider President Nixon s two 
m ost 
con sp icu ou s 
p ro p o sals 
designed to lower the consumption 
of gasoline. We are all supposed to 
drive at speeds of 50 miles per hour 
or less. Now the public tends to 
think 
of 
that 
as 
p erfectly 
reasonable. 
When 
a 
categorical 
proposal 
is 
made, 
the 
human 
tendency is to try it out on oneself, 
and if the proposed inconvenience is 
not inordinate, then the suggestion 
is not unacceptable. But there are 
people 
in the United States for 
whom 
the 
difference 
between 
driving 71 mph and 50 mph is the 
difference between getting home at 
night — a m ajor personal objective 
- and not getting home. 
In 1942, 
Gover­ 
nor Coke Stevenson 
announced 
calmly 
that the sovereign 
s ta te 
of 
T ex as 
would not abide by 
the 
most 
recent 
ukase of President 
Roosevelt 
that 
in 
order to save tires 
and 
rubber, no one 
could 
drive faster 
than 35 
mph. 
“ Why won't you go along," a young 
man asked him. “ Because, son, in 
Texas if you drive 35 miles per hour, 
you don't ever arriv e." 
Mr. 
Nixon 
wants 
legislation 
forcing the gas stations to close 
between 
9 
p.m. 
Saturday, 
and 
midnight Sunday. It happens I could 
not myself care less, owning as I do 
a weekend car that fetches me 30 
miles to the gallon which over the 
four years I have owned it, has 
logged a grand total of 14,000 miles. 
But what about the fam ily that 
plans, during its vacation, to take 
the children and visit Yellowstone 
Park, 
why 
should 
they 
not 
be 
permitted to decide that they will 
splurge on that particular trip? Are 


they supposed to camp down at a 
local motel on Sunday morning, 
waiting 
for the gas 
stations to 


reopen? They talk of going further, 
to earless Sundays. 
What about 
those 
who 
take 
their 
simple 
pleasure 
in 
a Sunday 
afternoon 
drive? 


It 
is 
revealing 
that 
the only 
problem that apparently deters the 
bureaucratic mind from ordaining 
that which people may and may not 
do in all m atters is the practical 
problem. Mr. Nixon tells us we 
should keep the heat in our houses 
down to 68. If not . . if not, what? 
Why, if not, you will run out towards 
the end of the winter. Well, the lady 
who needs, or desires, a hot room 
for perfectly private neurotic or 
metabolic 
reasons, 
will 
perhaps 
continue to heat her house to 73 
degrees, and when she runs out of 
fuel, will stay the balance of the 
winter with her daughter — surely 
that is for her to work out? 


Clearly, if it were practical, the 
White 
House 
would 
order 
all 
thermostats set to 68, even as it is 


prepared to order all motorists to 
stop at 50 mph. 
It is only the 
mechanical 
problem 
that 
stops 
them from putting governors in our 
cars, our houses — and our lives. 
We're 
to 
have 
no ornamental 
lighting. Why don't they tell us that, 
at the restaurants, we cannot order 
well-done steak. I can hear it now 
...“ If you order your hamburgers 
rare, that will save 125,000 barrels 
of fuel per day, or enough to heat 
600,000 hom es.” It happens that 
little lights don’t use very much 
fuel, and that Christmas lights are 
the source of great spiritual and 
aesthetic joy for some people, as for 
some onlookers. Are we really going 
to call 
the policeman to douse 
the 
lighted 
cross 
outside 
the 
family farm in Vermont? 
But, you say — there isn’t enough 
to go around. Right, and there aren’t 
enough steaks to go around. So the 
price of steak goes up, and people 
eat less of it. But by God if you want 
to eat a huge steak at four o'clock on 
Sunday morning, and that’s how you 
want 
to 
spend 
that 
extra 
five 
dollars, Big Brother hasn’t yet told 
you you can’t do it. 
Perhaps it’s 
because it hasn’t occurred to him.
